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“Shrapnel Shells 


This 


Sheil is the Deadliest Missile 
Used in Warfare 


It has been calculated that if one 
Man were required to make a shrap- 
nel sh lk it would take him five days, 
working eight hours a day, the cart- 
ridge case and the powder being al- 
ready supplied to him, The making of 
high expiosives is therefore an ex- 
tremely difficult business, requiring 
the minutest care aud precision, A 
Dadly-made shell is more than a shell 
wasted or a shell t.at explodes at the 
wrong time. It may destroy the gua 
from which it is discharged, and in 
many cases this Would ba the equiva- 
lent from a military point of view of 
the loss of a hundred mon, It is plain, 
therefore, that inspection cannot be 
too thorough, for it is conceivable that 
a battle might be lost through some 
apparently trifling mechanical defect 
in the shell. The workmen who are 
engaged in this business, therefore, 
are doing quite as much as tne men 
at the front to bring victory to their 
country’s arms, 

Shrapnel is named after Lieut. 
Henry Shrapnel, of the British Royal 
Artillery, who devised the explosive, 
having received his inspiration at the 
siege of Gibraltar in 1781. The first 
test was made in 1808, and the wea- 
pon was used successfully against the 
Franch at Vimiera in 1808, The first 
shrapnel was spherical in form, and 
was filled with bullets and a bursting 
charge of power. On occasions rusty 
nails, stones and all sorts of metallic 
rubbish have been employed instead 
of bullets, but when it is possible to 
get lead bullets or steel-covered lead 
bullets they are preferred. Shrapnel 
reaches the maximum of destructive- 
ness, probably, in the famous .75 guns 
of the French artillery. The shells of 
this gun are three inches in diameter, 
and the maximum range is about 
8,500 metres, but in general practice 
the range is about 6,000 metres, The 
best infantry has an effective range of 
only about a third of this distance. 
The shrapnel bullet, moreover, is 
heavier and therefore. more deadly 
than the rifle bullet. 

To make his hit the infantryman 
must see his mark. The shrapnel 
neads only the range, for when it ex- 
piodes it literally sprays a space of 25 
by 160 yards with its missiles, which 
number anywhere from 260 to 375. 
The rifle bullet at 2,000 yards has 
nearly spent its velocity. The shrap- 
nel, on the contrary, at the moment 
it bursts has a greater velocity than 
on the moment it leaves the muzzle 
of the gun. In other words, it is as 
though a couple of hundred infantry-

Before the gun 
is discharged the time fuse is set, and 
the discharge ignites it. If it has been 
timed for, say 4,000 yards, this means 
that after the complete sell has tra- 
veled 11% seconds another charge of 
black powder in the base of the shell 
will be exploded 

This is called the bursting charge, 
and it is this that explodes the bullets 
which are embedded in a matrix 
resin. The reason for thus embed- 


ding the bullets is to keep them from , 
through the) 


moving when travelling 
air; and also because when the black 
powder reaches the resin it produces 
a cloud of smoke which marks the 
point of discharge and lets the ob- 
fservers know if the shells are burst- 
ing in the right place. Undisturbed 
by this explosion in the rear, the head 
of the shrapnel continues its flight 
wntil it strikes a solid object, when 
there is another explosion more 
violent than the first, (hough scatter- 
ing fewer bullets. To understand the 
part that shrapnel plays in this war it 
is only necessary to reflect that 50 per 
cent. of the wounds caused are by ar- 
tillery fire. In one day's action north 
of Arras the French artillery fired 
800,000 rounds of shrapnel. 


The Newspaper and the War 

The opinion is not uncommon with 
the general public that wars ev, as 
remunerative to the daily newspapers 
as a rich strike to the prospecter. 
The idea is mtirely erroneous. Even 
if circulation takes a spuit, this is but 
one item on the credit side of the 
ledger, and it in no way oifsvts the 
many debit items which are the direct 
or indirect result of the war. The 
daily papers must pay increased 
amounts tor Coble and telegraph tolls, 
while war means a loss due to the 
slump in business accompanying hos- 
tilities. The Fourth Mstate, a maga- 
wine devoted to the interests of the 
daily press in North America, esti- 
mates that the sewspapers of the 
United Stetes and Canada during the 
turst year of the war were losers to 
the extent of $35,000,000 through 
those differont sources, and this in 
spite of the fact that the United 
Btates was not involved. In the Nght 
of these facts, it ig not surprising 
that from the pure!y commercial ac- 
pect of the case, the interest of the 
daily press lies on the side of peace.— 
Baskatoon Star.

Proper Treatment of Animals With

“After a barb wire accident do not 
apply axle grease or any rancid oint- 
ment to the wound. ash the wound 
thoroughly with warm water, Then 
clip the hair as close as possible 
around it, and wash again to remove 
any hair or other foreign substance, 

“When sand or hair has lodged in 
the depths of a deep cut never use 
a wet sponge to clean it out. Use a 
piece of absorbent cotton or cotton 
batting. There will be much less risk 
| of infection.

“Dry dusting powder has a heal 
ing effect on barb wire wounds and 
other large, moist cuts and abrasions.

Revenue From War Stamps 


Decrease in Volume of Mail Matter 
as Result of Economy 

The Ottaw: Morning Citizen says: 
“Since the imposition of tae war tax 
on letter and postcards, the volume otf 
mail matter posted in Canada has de- 
creased by about 30 per cent. The war 
tax was expected to add a little over 
itty per cent. to the post orfice, but, in 
consequence of the econcmy practised 
by the public in the matter of sav- 
ing on letters, ete. the increased reve- 
nue has been considerably less thin 
anticipated. 

“In the first four months of th? 
operation of the war tax the depart- 
;ment’s revenue has increased by $1,- 
100,000, or about 30 per cent., as com- 
pared with the correspond'‘ng period 
last year. A la:s. part of this in- 
<-ease, however, is due to the sale of 
stamps for cheques, money orders, 
etc. The minister of finance estimated 
last session that the war tax would 
bring in an additional revenue from 
| twenty to twenty-five million dollars. 
| Precent indications are that the spec- 
| ial taxes will not aggregate more than 
/half the amount. The net result can- 
not be exactly determined, in view of 
|the fact that thre is no means of 
ascertaining what the dro»d in reve- 
;}nue would have been had no extra 
tariff or stamp taxes been imposed.”

Treatment of the Mouth 

Far too few boys and girls are 
properly instructed in the manner in 
which they should use the reins when 
learning to ride, or when learning a 
pony to become useful under the sad- 
die. A reader of the National Stock- 
man and Farmer recently wrote and 
said; “In your saddle horse column 
reference is made to ‘light hands.’ 
Will you please explain what is meant 
by this?” The reply made was ag fol- 
lows: 

“Throvgh the mouth the rider gains 
che contiaence of his mount, and by 
the same means the rider imparts a 
‘ear on the part of the horse. Thea 
mouth is extremely sensitive and 
any a good horse has been ruined by 
darsh treatment of the mouth in the 
aandling of the lines. Women are 
More apt to have light hands than men 
and that is the reason for many of the 
successful horsewomen. When a colt 
gets a sore mouth he should be on 
»oject of much concern, ‘he saddle 
aorse should give pressure, 

“John S. Rarey, 1827-1866, the noted 
horse tamer, advocated ‘feeling the 
mouth’ at all times. His success was 
achieved simply by the use of kind- 
ness, He taught kindness in handling 
animals to the people of two contin- 
ents, and through him, in a great mea- 
sure, came down to us the principle of 
light hands.’ 

“It is desirable to permit the horse 
to make the advances, which is to say 
chat one should take what pressure 

he horse gives and no more. If he 
sives none his motth should be built 
up by the use of a soft snaffle. It is 
lesirable for a saddle horse to enjoy 
iis work, aud he never can do it if 
he is afraid of his mouth. Extreme 
nouth pressure should be avoided. 
When a horse pulls he generally car- 
ries a rider who pulls, The manipu- 
jation of the lines leading to the two 
bits should be a study on the part of 
the rider, as mouths vary. Riding a 
horse is not like rowing a boat. You 
do not have to work your own way. 
On the other hand it is a secret of 
successful exhibition ring riders that 
they permit the horse to do it all. He 
knows what pressure he wants, and 
above anything else in the world he 
appreciates and is responsive to a 
light, steady and quiet pair of hands. 
If he fights you, do not fight back; 
h is of superior strength and will 
win in the long run. 

“A horse studies the rider's hands. 

This being true how essential] is it for 
the rider to study the horse’s mouth. 
Intelligent horses will resent harsh 
treatment of the mouth by rearing, 
and this is the most dangerous act to 
both horse and rider. When in the 
saddle have your mind upon your 
work or pleasure, as the case may be, 
and be as smart as the horse and a 
little bit s.oarter if possible. Be pat- 
ient, be kind, be gentle, and re- 
member that you are communicating 
to the horse, at almost every step, 
through the four lines, which to him 
jare nothing more or less than tele- 
;phone wires. For this reason the 
saddle horse more quickly than any 
other type of a horse learns your de- 
sires and performs accordingly.”

The number of phantom ships is leg- 
ion, Several of these vessels which 
were wrecked in close proximity to 
the scene of the Titantic disaster are 
even said to reappear in the same-spot 
on certain occasions, The Packet 
Light is one of these, and the story 
runs that whenever a storm is 
threatened a bail of fire emerges from 
the spot where the ship sunk, which 
presently forms itself into the shape 
of a vessel, and then sinks and dis- 
appears, 

King George V. and his brother, 
the late Duke of Clarence, when on 
their cruise in the Bacchante from 
1879 to 1882, are stated to have seen 
the phantom of the Flying Dutch- 
man, and the Duke mentioned the 
fact in his diary under date of July 
11, 1881. : 

A three-masted frigate is said to 
haunt the English Channel in the vi- 
cinity of the Ower lightship when- 
ever a gale or snowstorm is threat- 
ened. Hundreds of people have de- 
clared that they have seen the appar- 
ition and heard the cries of the ghost- 
ly passengers. It is sometimes said 
to be the phantom of the training 
ship Eurydice, which went down off 
the Isle of Wight on March 24, 1878, 
involving the loss of about 200 dives. 

There are a host of vessels which 
have not been heard of since they 
Sailed, but one of the most marvellous 
Stories concerns the Marie Celeste, a 
.rench passenger sailing ship. She 
Was sighted by the British ship High- 
lander on October 4th, 1875, and in 
reply to the signals gave the answer 
“Alls well.” Two days later when 
Sighted she did not reply. She was 
boarded, but not a living or dead per- 
son was found on poard. 

Everything was in perfect order; 
luncheon was laid in the saloon, the 
persona! belongings of the passengers 
and crew were intact, and a bottle 
of medicine was found upright on the 
captain's locker. The log had been 
kept down to the previous day, but 
there was no entry to account for 
the mysterious disappearance of all 
on board. Noth'ng was heard after- 
ward of any of the passengers or the 
crew.—Londou Standard.

Making Soap From Sugar 

The discovery is announced in an 
Amsterdam newspaper of a method 
of manufacture of soap from sugar, 
of which Germany has plenty, instead 
of from oil, which is scarce. In the 
past it has been possible to use sugar 
only in soaps that had little value. 
By the new method, it is claimed, the 
soap produced is not only fine and 
delicate, but it acts as efficiently in 
salt water as in fresh—a fact that 
may make the soap valuable for use 
in the navy. Articles that formerly 
| had to be sent to chemical laundries 
can now be washed with the new 
kind of soap, The finest kinds of 
| silks, it is alleged, not only are not 
harmed by it, but their colors are 
brought out brilliantly and as new. 
In addition, the sugar-soap seems to 
be responsible for a minimum of the 
| wear and tear occasioned by the old- 
| fashioned cleansing soaps.

Telephones in War 


Network of Wires That Connect the 
Scene of Operations With Head- 
quarters 

The role played by telephone wire in 
the war—to say nothing of the barbed 
variety that protects a nearly 3,000- 
mile battle front—is prodigious, It be- 
comes apparent miles behind the lines 
strung aiong all the routes leading to 
commanding posts, through fields and 
forests, on tree poles, fence posts, 
roofs, towers, windmills, forming a 
aetwork of communications, in which 
only the trained linemen can see sys- 
tem and order, With aircraft the tele- 
phone wire has largely replaced 'e 
connoitering parties and* vedettes. 
There ig scarcely a skirmish, battle or 
artillery attack in which the wire 
doesnt participate, sometimes in co- 
operation with aeroplanes, sometimes 
without, 

EFech corp of the French army 
has a certain number of motor car 
tetephone shops, each equipped with 
two complete telephone installations, 
with four miles of wire and an ade- 
quate number of ground stakes and 
forked pickets that may be stuck in 
ths bayonet socket of a rifle serving 
as a temporary pole, Each of there 
outfits has also its wireless equipment 
with antennes to reach a height of 
sixty feet and a dynamo connected 
with the motor of the car to furnish 
the current. It requires only a tew 
minutes from arrival of the car to 
set up the wireless outfit and put it 
in operation. The enemy’s artillery 
is constantly on the watch for these 
motoring wiremen and occasionally 
gets them. 

Their work enables observers to 
utilize captive balloons and every 
point of vantage—trees, housetops, 
towers, windmills, straw stacks, or 
exténsion posts raised by windlass fif- 
ty feet in the air and telephone infor- 
mation to officers or to batteries post- 
ed miles behind. Perhaps the most 
effective work of all is done by the 
wireless outiits that enable airmen to 
send back precise information as to 
the location of the enemy's batteries 
or concenwation of troops. 

The wire and the telephone are the 
first objects of search when the 
enemy occupies a town, or a_ build- 
ing. At Compiegne, on their march 
south after Charleroi, the first care 
of the Germans was to cut all the 
wires and destroy all the telephone 
and telegraphic instruments. 

The Germans are said to have wired 
the entire quarry region between 
the Aisne and the Oise through their 
secret agents before the war, At any 
rate, wherever the French have ad- 
vanced in that region they say they 
nave found evidences of long prepar- 
ation for wire communication between 
farm puildings, cottages, mills, etc., 
occupied by spies and the German 
batteries. 

The story is told of an infantry 
picket arriving at an isolated farm 


house in that region and finding 
an old woman seemingly alane. They 
asked for water and food. She 


swore that she had nothing and in- 
sisted that it was useless to search. 
Reluctantly che preceded the soldiers 
to a cellar, where there was nothing 
but a few hogsheads standing on end. 
One of them, bigger and higher than 
the rest, aroused the curiosity of the 
sergeant in charge o° the party. In 
approaching he had the forethought 
to Jevel his revolver at the top and 
in this manner get the drop on a man 
inside with a revolver in one hand 
and a telephone in the other, All 
the other hogsheads contained bat- 
teries. 


Potatoes Thrive After Ciover 

The cattle that feed knee-deep in 
clover have nothing on the “spuds” 
that foliow the clover in rotation. 
Both find that the clover makes plea- 
sant piaces in which to grow, and 
furnishes an abundant food supply. 

Though potatoes require their fooi 
in a different form from that used by 
the live stock, they use it just as 
greedily and show as large returns 
for the amount consumed. Clover 
turned under, according to one of 
the state’s largest potat -growers, 


| affords the best seed bed for the pro- 


duction of large crops of clean pota- 
toes. It is a rule on this grower's 
farm that potatoes must follow 
clover. 
and the second ‘turned under, 

Clover plowed under in the fall 
not only furnishes fertility, but sup- 
plies organic matter and improves 
the tilth of the soil, On the sandy 
soils of the state especially large re- 
turns have resulted from preparing 
the land in this way for the tuber 
crop. If clover sod is to be turred 
under, additional humus may be add- 
ed by applying manure in the fall 
‘ winter.—Exchange.

For the man now in the midst of ft, 
however ciear his conviction as to 
what it is even the contemporary 
public wants, the task is about hops 
less. He sees daily so much the pub 
lic would be cheered to hear, and gets 
glimpses of factors in the affair of 
considerable importance to historians, 

Yet even at this distance Le can 
hear Londoa asking insistently the 
anxious and paramount question, ob- 
livious of all elso, “How are things 
going?’ Common sense, out of 
apundant evidence, tells him things 
are going well cnough, But how can 
he convey even that simple truth? 
Most of the evidence, for the present, 
is within his knowledge because he is 
privileged. 

A few days since, when searcht 
for facts coucerni.g a recent attac'! 
on a German trench, we came upon 
the grave of a German soldier only 
just then filled in. This man _ only 
died instantly of a bayonet thrust, 

“A curious thing about that,” com- 
mented an officer, “The German 
was a huge, scowling man, and he 
was tackled by a youngster of ours, 
a slim little fellow, really, 1.0 match 


for him. But the Germa.. it was 
who died, and I remember his face 
atferwards. He might have been 


asleep dreaming of some wickedness. 
Later | found our men bu ying him 
most carefully.’ 

But this respect for the dead ‘s 
general. | know of a sniper of ours 
who, trying out one night in the open, 
got an unsuspecting German, an 
then was so troubled by the presence 
of an enemy no longer dangerous 
that he took the risk of going for a 
spade and returning to bury his foe, 

Inceed, .f a war correspondent had 
the virtues and knowledge combined 
of Kipling, Dr. Fraser (he of the 
“Golden Bough”), and Bernard Shaw 
he might be able, in inspired mo- 
ments, to present you with Tommy 
at war in Flanders, and well you 
would like him; but you can see 
wha a job it is. 

By the side of a street in the ruins 
of Ypres today, for instance, was one 
of those young men who wear arm- 
lets of blue and white, who are al- 
ways sitting on motor cycles, and who 
streak across this land like comets. 
They are “signals.” They are owned 
by the R. E. une never speaks to 
them, because it is useless to address 
remarks to comets. 

There ig just a noise approcching 
from belt: |, and then a cloud dimin- 
ishing in front. 1 am told they travel 
at twenty miles an hour; but all I 
know is the shells rarely catch them. 
Thic man himself admitted it, after 
he had unwound a cocoon of wire 
from the hub of his pack wheel. 

“One caught me once,” he correct- 
ed himself after some thought, “but 
that was by a trick. I was coming 
thro gh this town last April, during 
the second bombardment, ail out, 
when «& big, high explosive made a 
ccater in the road ahead of me just as 
I came along, :.nd in I went and was 
crumped.” 

H. was a Cambridge man, who pre- 
sented himself early in the war with 
his machine ‘and has bee. convey- 
ing messages ever since. There are 
relays of these riders between G.H.Q. 
and the headquarters of brigades. He 
told me he was thoroughly enjoying 
life. As he does not hear shells 
coming, owing to the noise of his 
machine, he does not alight to find 
cover, but gocs straight on, and 
therefore they miss him. Anyway, 
there he was to prove it. 

That young man (from what he told 
me), if he had a golden pen and 
could dip it in lampblack and light- 
ning, could make something of his 
experiences. He was in the great 
retreat, and had to push along in the 
direction from which others wer; 
coming fast; and he was mixed up 
in the great advance. But his really 
‘hairy time,” to use his own phrase, 
was in the cacond battle of Ypres; 
“The first time, you know, I ever saw 
that jolly town.” 

He didn't k.ow the way through it 
to Hooge and beyond, but there were 
shells exploding everywhere, and the 
houses were talling about him. Peo- 
ple were running anywhere and the 
things lying about the streets were 
not pretty. He found his address 
at last, but he could not find his man. 
You have to find your man if you are 
a dispatch rider. The shells are 
nothing. 

He found his man at last in a dug- 
out, and for two hours they waited 
for the place to go. The signal wires 
had already gone. Then the aimuni- 
tion went, and then everybody weat, 
accompanied by a great storm of 
shell, and the mem didn't care what 
happened, for they were both tatigued 
and choked with gas. 

In all the prolonged and anxious 
time during that second battle only 
one dispatch rider of my friend's sec- 
tion was lost, and he was found, poor 
fellow, beside his machine, unwound- 
ed, but suffocated, for he had riddea 
through the poison gas till he had no 
more breath, aud then had slipped 
off and died. 

Beyond my dispateh rider, there 
shows anothcr subject for adequate 
treatment which aow it is naver Lke- 
ly to get. He himself suggested it. 
it had made a terrible impression on 
his mind—the collayse and the burn- 
ing of Ypres and the flight of its 
civilians, Thore w a night when 
the whole city was in flames, the 
walls weie roar:ng as they fell, and 
the shells were bowing out the flam- 
ing heart of the place, The roads 
out o fti were thronged with fugitives, 
their torments lighted by the flames 
of the hell from which tiey were try- 
ing to escape. There were screams 
and horrible cries, lost children, run- 
ning and shouting in fear, and so!d- 
fers dropping spent beneath the 
frantic hoofs of cattle,
